tee Monday that the publically- 
owned corporation expected to 
start televising to Montreal and 
Toronto audiences next Summer 
“at the best,” or next fall. 

(Mr. Dunton announced also 
that 10 applications for permis- 
sion to establish private televi- 
sion stations have been filed with 
the C.B.C, board of governors, but 
none will be acted upon until late 
next year. 

He said that three applications 
had been received from Hamil- 
ton, Ont., two each from Montreal 
and Toronto, and one each from 
Winnipeg, Man., Vancouver-New 
Westminster, B.C., and Windsor, 
Ont. Dunton said that the appli- 
cations will not be dealt with at 
least until the summer and _pos- 
sibly the autumn of 1952.) 


He added that there was no 
hope for a 12 to 15-hour telecast- 
ing schedule, and the CBC would 
go on the air with only about 
three hours a day—or less 

“We are going to concentrate 
on quality rather than quantity,” 
Dunton said. 

He added the CBC would 
recommend to the government 
that video set owners pay $15 an 
nual license fees. A previous 
estimate had been $10 but he said 
increased costs had forced an up- 
ward revision of the suggested 
fees 

At the same time, Dunton told 
the Members of Parliament that 
the CBC has no plans at the pres- 
ent for color TV. 

“Color television in the United 
States is still in a state of flux,” 
he said. “We cannot plan on 
color television for the present. 
We are keeping it in mind, how 
ever, that when we can come out 
with it, we will be able to do so 
without any great destruction of 
our existing facilities 

More than half of the CBC's 
television programs will originate 
in Montreal and Toronto studios 
he said, with the remainder com- 
ing from Buffalo, N.Y., which will 
be hooked up with the two Cana 
dian cities. 

The Toronto-Montreal system 
Dunton said, is “phase one” in 
the CBC's television plans. It 
will cost $5,250,000 in capital ex- 
penditure before going on the air 
next year, and another $2,600,000 
te run during the first 12 months 
of operation. 

Dunton estimated that the sys 
tem would get’ $285,000 in com 
mercial revenues in its first year 
of operation, That meant, he said,

Bulb Growers Here Lead 


Canadian Flower Trade, 


By DON INGHAM 

Saanich bulb growers 
turning more and more to 
flower trade because of 
“head start” they have on 
rest of Canada 

“Our daffodils and tulips are 
ready for the cut flower market 
three weeks ahead of even the 
B.C. mainiand,” William Mat 
tick, Cordova Bay grower, said 
today. “Many of the bulb pro- 
ducers here are taking advantage 
of this by forcing their own pro- 
ducts for the flower trade.” 

The position here is enhanced 
by the bulbs themselves, which 
in many ways are better than 
the Dutch types. 

They mature much earlier, 
thereby saving on fuel in green 
houses, and also allow for varlier 
delivery ‘ 

Another advantage. appreciated 
by growers but not the pubtic, 
is that they have less air space 
and more substance 

“In our dry climate the bulbs 
are a little smaller, yet are of 
the same weight,” Mattick said 
“As a result, we can get more 
into one flat But although the 
bulbs are just as strong and 
sturdy as Dutch bulbs, the 
customers see a big buib and 
think it better than a small 
one.” 

The B.C. Bulb Growers’ Feder 
ation annual meeting held here 
last week-end illustrated the ex 
tent and brilliant outlook of the 
industry on Vancouver Island 
and lower mainiand 

More than 80 delegates attend 
ed and were told that B.C. needs 
more growers to meet the heavy 
demand for local bulbs. . This 
year’s sales are expected to reach 
2,700,000, it Was reported. 

At present 80 per cent of the 
35,000,000 daffodils, tulip and iris 
bulbs sold in Canada are used 
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for greenhouse forcing. The re 
mainder are sold to the counter 
trade. 

The impact of these facts in

dence indicates a great potential 
market for B.C.-grown bulbs, ac 
cording to J. H. Crossley 
charge of bulb experiments at the 
Saanichton Experimental Farm

Their main hope, of course, is the United 
States, which is being urged to raise its 
budget of foreign aid. But before Con 
gress does that we may be sure it will 
take a hard look at Canada's position 

Budgetwise at least, Canada’s position 
is the most favorable in the free world 
Most of our partners are spending more 
than they collect The United States 
faces this year a deficit of something 
like $7 billions and a larger deficit next 
year, No wonder, then, that the planners 
of the North Atlantic defense budget for 
next year are observing Canada's current 
revenue surplus with interest 

This year Canada budgeted to spend 
$1.7 billions on defense 
surplus for the first 
the year was due in 
spending of these military appropria- 
tions It takes time to tool ip arma 
ment factories and get weapons rolling. 

The rate of defense spending will rise 
rapidly from now on, cutting 
into -the~current which 
fore cannot be regarded as any reliable 
guide to the future.

It is perfectly true that a large and 
rich nation like the United States can 
spend a larger fraction of its income on 
defense without seriously hurting itself, 
than a nation of smaller population and 
income can spend.

Nevertheless, it is understandable 
that our European partners should 
wonder ‘about the Canadian contribution 
when we have a revenue surplus, when 
our living standard is as high as ever, 
when defense has hardly hurt us at all 
and when they, on the other hand, must 
reduce their relatively low living stan- 
dards to make their present de 
fense plans. 

The Canadian government and people 
will soon be required to re-examine their 
own efforts and ask themselves if they 
are doing enough. It is easy for us 
to cheer Mr. Churchill when he pre- 
pares to go to Washington and ask more 
American aid. What about our own aid 
to Britain and to Europe?

Coast College Prexies 
Given Sweeping Powers 


CARMEL, Calif., Dec..11 (UP) 

In one of the most drastic ac 
tions in collegiate athletic history, 
the Pacific Coast Conference to- 
day placed the entire policing of 
its athletic policy in the hands of 
the college presidents. 

Abandoning a long-time policy 
of assessing fines against schools 
that skirted the rules and regu- 
lations of its athletic policy, the 
P.C.C. struck back at the critics 
of collegiate athletic policies by 
turning the problems over to the 
school leaders. 

This is the first time that a 
conference athletic policy has 
been placed in the hands of the 
college ogee and is the reply 
wf the P.C.C. to criticism from 
judges and political leaders 
throughout the country who have 
decried the fact that “college 
presidents did not know what was 
going on” in their own schools.
